000 from the Kovin home, 2 
Country Aire drive; Town and 


Country. 


In recommending late yester- 
day to Circuit Judge Noah 
Weinstein that Allen be released 
on bond, the Prosecuting At- 
torney declared there was “sub- 
stantial doubt of the guilt of 
the defendant, due to a waver- 
ing identification.” Judge Wein- 
stein, who earlier in the day 
had ordered the defendant held 
in jail without bond, set bail at 
$1000. 


Allen, operator of a confec- 
tionery in south St. Louis, fur- 
nished the bond. It calls for his 
appearance Monday at Clayton 
for trial on a charge of robbery 
with a dangerous and deadly 
weapon, a capital offense. In 
view of the wavering identifica- 
tion it appeared certain, how- 
ever, the trial would be poste. 
poned, 

Garnholz, Kovins Confer. 

Garnholz said he discussed 
Mrs. Kovin’s withdrawal of posi- 
tive identification at a confer- 
ence with her and her husband.

Mrs. Kovin told the Post-Dis- 
patch she “no longer is positive” 
that Allen was oné of the rob- 
bers. 

“He looks like one of the men 
and when I said Thursday that 
I was positive, I was telling the 
truth. I’m now doubtful that I 
had a clear look at his face, as 
I said I had.” 

Kovin said his wife was “tired 
and upset” as a result of the 
holdup experience and the or- 
deal of answering questions and 
looking at pictures and suspects. 

“We want to be good citizens, 
but there is an element of doubt 
in her mind,” Kovin observed. 

30 Suspects Viewed. 

Thirty robbery and burglary 
suspects held in the county jail 
were brought before a meeting 
of county law enforcement offi- 
cers yesterday to be viewed. The 
meeting, called by Sheriff Ar- 
thur C, Mosley to seek means of 
halting residential robberies, re- 
sulted in a pledge of co-opera- 
tion by the various agencies, 
Mosley said. 

The sheriff suggested that 
known police characters be 
picked up on sight. Twelve ad- 
ditional patrol cars were ordered 
to duty last night by Mosley. 
There were no immediate re- 
sults, however, due to the severe 
snowstorm.

G.M. IS FINED $5 
FOR PERMITTING 
SABBATH WORK 


NEW YORK, March 26 (AP) 
—General Motors Corp. pleaded 
guilty and was fined $5 yester- 
day for violating the Sabbath 
law in permitting 78 employes 
to work on March 6. Magistrate 
Louis Kaplan imposed the fine 
in a Manhattan court. 

The employes were working 
on overtime that Sunday in get- 
ting out stock certificates on 
G.M.’s $325,000,000 issue to 
raise new capital, the corpora- 
tion said. 

The law was enacted in 1881, 
G.M. added, and it was the first 
time it had ever been accused 
of violating it. 

Although barring most Sun- 
day work, the law permits sale 
of meals, certain food and such 
items as souvenirs, newspapers, 
gasoline, drugs and surgical in- 
struments. 

The $5 was “one of those hid- 
den costs in raising $325,000,000 
in common stock,” a G. M. 
spokesman said philosophically. 


20 BELOW ZERO IN WEST; 
COLD MOVES EAST TO PLAINS 


DENVER, March 26 (AP)—A 
spring storm, containing wind 
and bitter cold, spread over the 
Great Plains today after numb- 
ing three mountain states with 
temperatures ranging to 20 be- 
low zero. 

Damage was expected to run 
high to early fruit crops in 
Oklahoma and Texas. Less seri- 
ous is the threat to stockmen 
whose herds were caught in the 
lambing and calving season.

St. Louis was suffering its 
coldest spring weather on rec- 
ord today after a 2.7-inch snow- 
fall paralyzed traffic during yes- 
terday’s evening rush hour. 


The Weather Bureau reported 
the temperature dipped to 7 de- 
Brees above zero at 5 a.m. to- 
day in the city. It was 5 above 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field. Both 
figures were the coldest ever 
recorded here for this late in 
the season. 

Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren said the cold weather will 
continue tomorrow although it 
is not expected to be quite so 
cold as today. A low of about 
10 above was forecast for to- 
morrow morning. Wahlgren said 
temperatures should begin ris- 
ing to more normal levels Mon- 
day. 

Temperatures already had 
dropped to the low 20s and the 
driving snow, which fell most 
of the day, was alternately 
thawing and freezing on streets 
as workers began their home- 
ward trips from downtown St. 
Louis yesterday afternoon. 

Traffic soon slowed to a crawl, 
coming to a complete stop at 
times, as long jams formed at 
many intersections. Motorists 
and public transportation riders 
reported trips ordinarily made 
in 30 to 45 minutes took three 
hours or longer last night. 

Autos Follow Bus Routes. 

The Public Service Co., which 
reported major delays on all 
lines, said their bus routes be- 
came jammed with automobiles 
which followed them to take ad- 
vantage of sand and cinders 
spread at bus stops. Many of 
these vehicles normally use 
other streets, a spokesman said. 

Charles Gilmore, city superin- 
tendent of street maintenance, 
attributed much of the trouble 
to a series of minor accidents 
on the Express Highway just 
before the rush period got un- 
der way.

PARIS, March 26 (AP)—The 
French Senate—the Council of 


the Republic—beat down today 


a Communist effort to forestall 
a final vote on the Paris treaties 
to free and rearm West Ger- 
many. This cleared the way for 
a decisive vote sometime to- 
night, or early tomorrow. 

The Communist , motion, to 
call off further action on the 
treaties, was defeated by a show 
of hands. About 13 Commu- 
nists, 5 Socialists and a few 
Senators sitting on the right 
side of the chamber voted for 
it. Only about 20 of the 320 
Senators present voted aye. 


Big Power Talks. 

Passage would have amounted 
to rejection of the treaties, but 
the motion also called on the 
Government to undertake new 
big power negotiations with Rus- 
sia on the German question. It 
was the fourth day of debate on 
the bills to approve the Paris 
treaties. 

Opponents were expected to 
try every trick in the book 
and any might trip Premier 
Faure in his attempt to push 
through ratification. If rejected 
by the upper house, the treaties 
must go back to the National As- 
sembly, where prospects of be- 
ing approved again were uncer- 
tain. 

If the upper house approves 
the bills, France will become the 
tenth of the 15 signatory na- 
tions to complete legislative ac- 
tion On teh pacts.

He said the one-third cut 
would leave the Soviet with 
3,500,000 men—more men than 
the United States, Britain and 
France combined would have. un- 
der their proposed ceiling. 
Nutting said the West's plan 
proposes reductions that “would 
establish a fair balance of forces 
between the East and West, and 
would break up the mass armies 
of the world.” 

But he shared the view ex- 
pressed last night by United 
States delegate James Wads- 
worth, who pointed out that 
Russia, with its proposal for a 
flat one-third cut, was trying to 
perpetuate Soviet supremacy in 
mass armies. 

Nutting said this is the first 
time the Western powers have 
put forward a firm proposed 
ceiling on manpower. In an 
earlier plan, they suggested 
“major reductions” without 
specifying the size of the cuts. 

Soviet Evasion. 

Nutting added that the Soviet 
will not accept the Western plan 
and have evaded giving the nec- 
essary details for their action. 

“When asked what the effect 
of the one-third cut would be on 
the forces of the Soviet Union, 
the Soviet delegate refused to 
reply,” Nutting said. 

“He would only say that this 
information would be given by 
the Soviet Union after the dis- 
armament treaty had been 


Britain’s disclosurés, following 
last night’s partial disclosures 
by France, stripped away all 
mystery from the Western plan 
which has been before the sup- 
posedly top secret sessions here.

In an unofficial opinion, Cook 
told Ernest F. Jones of San 
Francisco, a former Georgian 
who says he is about to marry a 
Japanese girl, that the marriage 
would not be legal in Georgia. 
He said it would be a violation 
of miscegenation laws. Jones 
had asked for the opinion and 
told the Attorney General he 
planned to live in Georgia. 

The law, Cook said; prohibits 
marriages between whites and 
non-whites. A 1927 code section 
defines a white person as one 
who has no ascertainable trace 
of Negro, African, Chinese, Jap- 
anese, ‘Mongolian, West Indian 
or Asian Indian blood.

ACUATION STUDIES 


“URGED BY PETERS 


He Tells Senators $12,000,- 
000 Fund Is Vital to 
Civil Defense. 


WASHINGTON, March 26 
(AP) — Civil Defense Chief 
Val Peterson said yesterday cas- 
ualties from a hydrogen bomb 
attack “would be beyond com- 


prehension” unless target areas 
are cleared of people in ad- 
vance. 

“Evacuation of the probable 
target cities,” Peterson told the 
Senate Appropriations commit- 
tee, “is the only way of saving 
millions of lives.” 


He made the statement in 
urging quick approval of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's request for 
$12,000,000 to study ways to 
evacuate 92 “critical target” 
centers. 

A survey of Milwaukee, Peter- 
son ‘said, indicates the study 
would be $100,000 for each of 
the 92 with the rest going for 
studies of cities that might be 
hit because they are close to 
vital military installations. 

One-sixth of the new money 
is earmarked for research into 
problems of warning systems 
and communications, for radio- 
logical defense from radioactive 
“fallout” and for other studies. 

Peterson said the evacuation 
fund would be used as rapidly 
as possible to develop plans “for 
the greatest possible protection 
of the 100,000,000 people esti- 
mated to live in the critical tar- 
get cities and near vital military 
installations.” 

An evacuation test at Mobile, 
‘Alg., Peterson said, got 39,000 
persons out of town in 22% 
iminutes without “scratching a

By a vote of 15 to 10, the Board of Aldermen 
has denied St. Louis what it needs more than 


. anything else: a board of freeholders to draft a 
~ new City Charter. Every major problem encoun- 


-tered by the city government in recent years— 
from collection of the earnings tax to the build- 
ing and operation of off-street parking facilities 
—has depended for solution on the State Legis- 
lature. There could hardly have been a better 
demonstration of the lack of home rule which a 
new Charter should provide. 

Under the circumstances, the 15 No-voting 
aldermen simply did mot give acceptable ex- 
planations for rejecting’ the call for favorable 
charter action made by Democratic Alderman 
William K. Gardner of the Twenty-fifth ward. 
Most of the opposition arguments were hog-wash. 

The arguments which came closest to sounding 
reasonable were two: first, needed reforms might 
be more easily achieved by amending the present 
Charter, and second, it would be unfair for the 
outgoing board to take action at the end of the

Why did the aldermen keep the Charter proposal 
bottled up in their Legislative Committee since 
last May? If the amending process would meet 
the need, why was it not started months ago? If 
this Board is so sdlicitous about not encroaching 
on its successor, why did it not act when nobody 
would even dream of such an objection? 

The inescapable fact is that the politicians 
did not support Mayor Tucker’s plea for a new 
Charter because they are afraid of a new Char- 
ter. They know very well that such an instru- 
ment might wipe out many of the “state” jobs 
now available for patronage or bring them, like 
all other city jobs, under civil service. 

They also fear that a new Charter might Sse- 
verely limit the prerogatives which have been so 
grossly abused in the name of “aldermanic cour- 
tesy.” In short, the vote against. Charter free- 
holders signifies a guilty conscience and a grasp- 
ing hand.

Protecting More Children 
The bill for the licensing of foster homes for 
children, day nurseries and day care centers, 
which Gov. Donnelly has just signed, is a move 


in the right direction. It represents compromises . 
and exceptions from the measures originally . 


proposed. Day care homes that care for four or 
fewer children are excepted, as are private nurs- 
ery schools. Eventually these, too, should be 
brought under the licensing and regulating 
provisions. iio 

But the new law does: succeed in extending 
the state’s protection to children in day nurser- 
ies and day care centers, which had not been 
covered previously. It affords protection to chil- 
dren in foster homes up to the age of 17, where- 
as before the age limit was 3. Minimum stand- 
ards need to be set, and enforced, to govern. the 
care of children regardless of age, and that is 
what Missouri is beginning to do. Its failure to 
do so in the past has led to some sad abuses. 

Best of all, the passage of this act is an earn- 
est that the Legislature intends te do better by 
young Missourians than it has done in the past. 
In subsequent sessions the act should be im- 
proved to afford its protection to all the children 
who need it. : 
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Due to the Governor’s Strike 

A proposal to abolish the non-partisan court 
plan has been favorably reported to the lower 
house of the Missouri Legislature. That leaves 
the suggested constitutional amendment with a 
long way still to go: approval by both branches 
of the Legislature and approval by the voters 
at the 1956 eleetionser at a special election 
called before then by he Governor. We trust 
that the proposition will not reach the finish 
line. 

That it is on the way.at all is almost entirely 


‘the fault of Gov. Donnélly. It stems out of his 


refusal to fill three seats on the Sixteenth Cir- 
cuit Court as provided by tlhe plan. So some peo- 
ple in the Kansas City area are beginning to feel 
that they can get these judges only by a new 
method of electing them,/Does the Governor 
really want this to ufdermine a Missouri judi- 
cial innovation acclaimed far and wide? 

The amendment introduced by Democratic 
Representative William Harrison Norton of Clay 
county probably goes about as far as is possible 
toward non-partisan direct election of judges. 
But even if political parties were willing to keep 
their hands off the judiciary, the cost of cam- 
paigning probably would force candidates to seek 
the help of partisan organizations. The help 


would not be for free. Sooner or later politicians - 


would ask a price, And that is where we came in. 

The plan now followed applies only to the 
Springfield, Kansas City and St. Louis courts 
and the higher state courts. No serious com- 
plaints were made against it until Gov. Donnelly 
rejected repeatedly the nominations of the Six- 
teenth District Judicial Commission, contending 
they were politically based. But the Missouri 
Supreme Court has upheld the commissiun. If 
it had not, a Governor could insist on getting 
the candidates he wanted; and the bench would 
again be in politics—if by a slightly less direct 
way. . 

“So the task is not only to reject a proposal 
to abolish the court plan; but also to induce 


Gov. Donnelly to make judicial appointments 
demanded by law. He should give up his strike 
against the State Constitution. 
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Enough to Keep Talking 
Moscow's breach of secrecy on the London 
disarmament talks is both disappointing and 
heartening. 


The disappointment lies in the fact that the 
Soviet Union, once again, appears to be using 
disarmament negotiations for its own propagan- 
da advantage. It was precisely to minimize the 
propaganda duel that the conferees agreed in the 
first place to keep their discussions confidential. 
By breaking secrecy and puttipg out their own 
biased version of what has gone on, the Russians 
make further negotiations more difficult and 
again raise doubts of their good faith. 


Unfortunately the United States is not in the 
best of positions to denounce the Soviet leak. 
Having just unilaterally leaked the Yalta papers, 
our State Department would do well to leave the 
indignant protests against Moscow’s dereliction 
to the British and the French. Indeed, it would 
not be too surprising if the Soviet leak turned 
out to be a direct rebuttal to the Yalta leak. 
Both are regrettable — not as leaks, but as 
breaches of international agreement. 

Nevertheless there are some heartening ele- 
ments to this sudden spate of news about dis- 
armament talks that had almost been forgotten. 


The French say the Russians are making an 
“unacceptable” demand to be allowed armed 
forces after “disarmament” twice the size of 
any other country’s. This may be unacceptable 
—nobody can say until all the details of a com- 
plete disarmament plan are known—but surely 
it is encouraging if the big powers have got 
around to the point of arguing over ceilings on 
their armed forces—something which could not 
even be discussed up to now. 


Furthermore, the French confirm that the 
Russians have at long last submitted a “new 
proposition” which ¢an be discussed on an 
equal footing with the British-French plan for 
step-by-step disarmament in atomic and conven- 
tional weapons simultaneously. 

Since the British-French plan has always been 
based on strong provisions for international in- 
spection and control, and since it calls for even- 
handed reduction of the arms in which each side 


excels, it is a genuine disarmament proposal, not 


a propaganda maneuver. 

Whether the Russians are sincerely accepting 
these principles, or merely turning faintly toward 
them in order to keep the propaganda machine 
going, it is too early for anybody to know. But 
surely the diplomats ought to keep talking. 
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Now for Expressway Action 

Nobody can say that opponents of the state- 
approved route for the Mark Twain expressway 
have been denied a full hearing. They have had 
their day in two courts—an aldermanic commit- 
tee, and the Board of Public Service. The latter 
body not only listened to objections to the state 
route, but heard engineers present all the argu- 
ments for a proposed alternative route. 

At the end of the latter hearing, the Board 
of Public Service recommended passage of an 
ordinance authorizing construction to proceed 
on the state route. For reasons well stated by 
Mayor Tucker, the Board turned down the alter- 
native proposal. 

Is it not high time for the Board of Aldermen 
to adopt ‘this recommendation? Is it not time 
for the debate over routes to end, so that the 


«active work of relieving congestion on the North 


Side can begin? « * - 

Once the Board’ of Aldermen approves the 
state route, the way will be open for immediate 
construction of a link between Natural Bridge 
avenue and the Third street expressway down- 
town. That section alone would mean much to 
traffic movement in the area; ait as other sec- 
tions were added, improvement would follow 
stege by stage. 

Let the debate close! Let action begin!

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Nuts to a Twentieth Anniversary 

This spring brings the twentieth anniversary 
of an event that would much better never have 
happened. That is the birth of the chain letter. 
Though the general idea had arisen earlier, 1935 
was the year when a-resident of Denver invent- 
ed the chain letter as we know it, the pundits 
are agreed. The Denver postmaster promptly 
warned all and sundry that it was a violation 
of the lottery laws, and received so many calls 
in protest that he had to have his telephone 
taken out. 

At the apex of the chain-letter insanity, the 
Post Office Department was handling an esti- 
mated 10,000,000 extra letters a day. Sale of 
stamps in Los Angeles was 230,000 a day above 
normal. A Denver restaurant owner who had 
receivéd 2300 chain letters bought advertising 
space to beg his friends to stop. A one-legged 
man started a chain letter for right-footed shoes 
and got 500. Factories to turn out chain letters 
wholesale were set up in Springfield, Mo. 

It would be pleasant to record that the chain 
letter is now as dead as the dodo, but such, alas, 
is not the case. There have been numerous 
variations. The current one is passed from hand 
to hand and urges the recipient to buy as many 
shares of a certain stock as he can. Speculation 
is that heavy purchases will force the price of 
the stock up and early purchasers can unload at 
a profit. 

On this twentieth anniversary of the chain 
letter, a splendid way to celebrate the occasion 
comes to mind. Don’t write one. : 
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No Eeonomy at All 


We know of, no. Way to measure the federal 
service which returng more for the tax money it 
receives than does amy other federal depart- 
ment. But our guess is that the National Park 
Service would be a strong candidate. Certainly 
the American people derive a vast amount of 


pleasure, satisfaction and wholesome recreation 


from visiting the national parks. 

Yet in recent years the National Park Service 
has been on a bread-and-water budget. Now it is 
proposed by the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee to cut $1,000,000 out of a modest recommen- 
dation of $43,650,000 for the next year. If the 
cut stands it will make impossible some much 
needed construction in the people’s playgrounds. 

The Interior Department rightly proposes an 
increase ‘over this year, but the increase is none 
too much. We hope to see the friends of the Na- 
tional Park Service impress on Congress the 
idea that “economy,” especially on these irre- 
placeable national possessions, can be entirely 
false. 

The best thing to do about Friday night’s 
large economy size traffic tie-up, perhaps, is to 
forget it. But it should be remembered at least 
long enough to note that this is the way things 
will be without ice unless St. Louis gets some 
expressways,

Expressways: Anywhere but Here?

Former Mayor now head of Chamber of Commerce says other 
cities build needed highways while St. Louis area only argues 
about routes; urges aldermen to accept State Highway Depart- 
ment program, says impartial agency is best to solve road problem. 


Aloys P. Kaufmann, President of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Metropolitan St. Louis, in a Statement to the Streets and 
Sewers Committee of the Board of Aldermen. 


For many years St. Louis has been 
talking about expressways, but thus far, 
with the exception of one section of 
the Third Street Interregional High- 
way, the results have been nothing 
more than conversation and delay. 

While other cities have been building 
expressways and freeways, we in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county have been 
arguing about routes. 

No matter where the highways are to 
be built—and they must eventually be 
built if Metropolitan St. Louis is to be 
prevented from strangling in its own 
traffic—some of our citizens will in- 
evitably be inconvenienced. This, of 
course, we regret. 

However, in accordance with our 
democratic principles, we feel that this 


inconvenience to a relatively small pro- . 
portion of our citizens cannot be. 


avoided if the community as a whole is 
to progress. Furthermore, there is every 
assurance that those families who must 
be displaced to make room for the ex- 
pressways will be. paid a fair market 
value for their property, so as to en- 
able them to procure comparable living 
accommodations elsewhere. 

While I am not personally familiar 
with all of the details of the proposed 
Mark Twain route, I have a great 
amount of confidence in our State High- 
way Department, which selected the 
proposed route, I know they have con- 
sidered carefully all possible sites, and 
that their final decision was based on a 
sinctre desire to select the route which 
would best serve the needs of the en- 
tire community, with a minimum of in- 
convenience to the citizens who would 
be directly affected. 

The City Plan Commission has also 
given the matter careful attention, and 


has concluded that the route selected 
by the Highway Department is the best 
available. In addition, the Board of 
Public Service, the city’s official engi- 
neering body, has studied the proposed 
route and given its approval. 

St. Louis county has already ap- 
proved the Highway Department route 
and land is being acquired for the right- 
of-way. It is obviously vital that the city 
portion be properly aligned with the 
county portion. Otherwise we would 
have two separate expressways, both 
coming to a dead end at the county 
line. 

Also, it is my understanding that the 
Highway Department is prepared to 
proceed with the northern extension 
of the Third Street Interregional High- 
way, which will be the southern section 
of the Mark Twain Highway, but can- 
not do so until the ordinance has been 
passed and the continuity of the high- 
way thereby established. 

It is obvious that some agency of our 
Government must make the final deci- 
sion. In my opinion and in the opinion 
of the Highway Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Missouri State 
Highway Department, whose experts 
have studied carefully and thoroughly 
every phase of our highway needs, is 
in the best possible position to do so. 

We believe the Board of Aldermen 
would be well advised to accept their 
recommendation, get the enabling legis- 
lation passed, and be prepared to start 
construction as soon as funds have been 
made available. 

Every day our traffic problem is get- 
ting worse. Unless we act promptly and 
wisely in providing the necessary traf- 
fic arteries, the future of our commu- 
nity will be done irreparable harm. 


Senatorial Exchange Over a Lincoln Quotation

Mr. Malone.. At the end of the 
Civil War there were no transcontinen- 
tal railroads. So after Congress had de- 
cided that there should be transconti- 
nental railroads, the problem arose as 
to whether we should build foundries 
in this country to manufacture steel 
rails or whether we should buy them 
in England, which country already knew 
how to make steel rails. Abraham Lin- 
coln. used that great brain of his for a 
while and then said.something in keep- 
ing with the common sense for which 
he was noted. He said: 

“If we purchase a ton of steel rails 
from England for $20, then we have the 
rails and England has the money; but 
if we buy a ton of steel rails from an 
American for $25, then America has 
both the rails and the money.” 

It sounds a little bit like the Buy 
American clause, Mr. President, with a 
25 per cent advantage. 

Mr. Douglas.. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

The Presiding Officer (Mr. Clements 
in the chair), Does the Senator from 
Nevada yield to the Senator from IIli- 
nois?

I love Lincoln too much to have 
the Senator from Nevada desecrate his 


memory by quoting an alleged state- 
ment by Lincoln which he never made. 

Mr. Malone. Mr. President, I would 
simply say to the distinguished Sena- 
tor from Illinois that for 22 years 
all the New Dealers, including the Sen- 
ator from Illinois, have tried to dese- 
crate the memory of every great man 
we have had by belittling almost every 
common sense statement he ever made. 

Mr. Douglas; Mr. President, the 
question is simply whether Lincoln said 
this or did not say it. There is no evi- 
dence that he ever said it. The Senator 
from Nevada, apparently in good faith, 
is attributing to Lincoln a statement he 
never uttered. 


Mr. Malone. Mr. President, I have 
given the distinguished Senator from 
Illinois all the time it is necessary for 
him to have to further desecrate the 
memory of Lincoln. The facts are that 
Lincoln ran on a platform in 1860—a 
Republican platform—pledging protec- 
tion to labor and industry—so as to.en- 
courage the development of the indus- 
trial interests of’ the whole country— 
and was élected. Abraham Lincoln al- 
ways stood for the workingman and for 
free enterprise, and there is ample rec- 
ord. I think evidence can be found to 
the effect that George Washington did 
not cut down the cherry tree; further- 
more, I think ample evidence can be 
found to the effect that many things 
were said by both of those great men, 
and all of them make good common 
sense. 

Again, Mr. President, I say that for 
22 years, less common horse sense has 
been exercised in Washington, D. C.

Washington First and Last 


THE WASHINGTON PAPERS: BASIC SELECTIONS 
FROM THE PUBLIC AND PRIVATE WRITINGS 
OF GEORGE WASHINGTON, edited and with 
an introduction by Saul K. Padover. (Herper 
and Brothers, 430 pgs., $5.) 

If all the hundreds of books on the 
first President were to be eliminated 
except one, this new compilation of ex- 
tracts from Washington’s writings 
would be a candidate for the place of 
final survivor. In no other book of 
barely more than 400 pages is there so 
much of the great man who was “first 
in peace, first in war and first in the 
hearts of his countrymen.” 

The compiler, Saul K. Padover, dean 
of the faculty of politics at the New 
School for Social Research, New York, 
has gone into every possible source— 
not only the state 
papers, messages 
and addresses, but 
also the diaries, 
autobiog ra phic 
notes, maxims, mot- 
toes and brief opin- 
ions. And because 
there is much to be 
learned from Wash- 
ington’s distribu- 
tion of his estate, 
one chapter is giv- 
en over to a print- 
ing of his “last will 
and_ testament,” 
George Washington July . ey which 

runs to ages 
of the present book. = 

Dean Padover, who will be remem- 
bered for his illuminating contributions 
to the Jefferson literature, knows that 
a mans comments about himself may 
provide special insights. And so he pre- 
sents a group of observations on Wash- 
ington by Washington. 

One, illustrative of Washington's 
sense of humor, suggests Mark Twain’s 
remark about the “exaggeration” of the 
report of the latter’s death that was to 
come many years later. 

Writing to John Augustine Washing- 
ton, July 18, 1755, the young soldier 
remarked: 

“As I have heard a circumstantial ac- 
count o1 -my death and dying speech, I 
take this early opportunity of contra- 
dicting the first, and of assuring you 
that I have not as yet composed the 
latter.” IRVING DILLIARD.

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REZONING FOR PLANT 
IN BERKELEY DELAYED 


Aldermen Put Off Decision 
After Hearing McDonnell 
Spokesman, Residents, 


The Berkeley Board of Alder- 
men last night deferred action 

until Monday on proposed re- 
soaine of a 90-acre residential 
tract at Brown and Airport roads 
to permit construction of a $3,- 
000,000 machine shop by Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft Corp. 

At a public hearing attended 
by about 80 persons at Berkeley 
High School, Mayor Tom Boyle 
and the 10-member aldermanic 
board listened to arguments of 
McDonnell officials and of resi- 
dential property-owners who op- 
pose the rezoning. 

Robert H. Charles, McDon- 
nell executive vice president, 
asked that decision be made as 
soon as possible, but said the 
company did not wish to build 
its plant in the,area “unless the 
citizens of Berkeley want it.” 

The plant would produce 
about $15,000 in annual revenue 
to the city and $30,000 to the 
Berkeley school district, com- 
pany spokesmen said. They said 
McDonnell wouid assist the mu- 
nicipality by making land avail- 
able for road-widening and by 
helping work out sewage and 
other problems. 

Opponents, led by Alderman 
Edwin Cooperman, contended 
that the rezoning would reduce 
adjacent property values, par- 
ticularly in the subdivisions of 
Summerleas and Wickham Park. 
McDonnell acquired the tract, 
northeast of the airport, in 1951. 

Cooperman charged that the 
company had set up a “buffer 
zone” of company-owned resi- 
dential property around the 
tract in question as a.stratagem 
to deny residential objectors a 
right of petition provided by 
state law. 

Under the law, Cooperman 
explained, persons living within 
185 feet of property to be re- 
zoned may oppose such rezoning 
by petition in such a way as to 
require a three quarters’ favor- 
able vote, rather than a simple 
majority, for favorable eeaee- 
manic action. 

“The small home owners are 
the life blood of a community,” 
Cooperman told the meeting. 

Thomas G. Rutledge, secretary 
of McDonnell, told the Post- 
Disptach the company had, at 
suggestion of Berkeley officials, 
set up a 300-foot residential zone 
along Airport road and 200-foot 
zones on borders adjacent to 
residences. 

Rutledge said McDonnell had 
no intention of frustrating resi- 
dential property-owners’ right of 
petition. He said all the homes 
involved were within 3000 feet 
of the airport.

KARSTEN FOR SAVING 


ONU.S. BUILDING HERE 


Proposes Project Be Carried 
Out So City Could 
Not Tax It. 


By GEORGE H. HALL 


A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 26— 
Representative Frank M. Kar- 
sten (Dem.), Missouri, said to- 
day he would seek a way of 
saving the Federal Government 
a large part of the cost of the 
proposed new federal office 
building in St. Louis. 

The saving would be effected 
largely at the expense of the 
city of St. Louis, which would 
lose millions of dollars in pros- 
pective tax revenue over a 
period of years. 

Local taxes would be paid on 
the building if it were put up 
under the 1954 lease-purchase 
act, as proposed. Karsten would 
like the building financed in 
such a way that the Federal 
Government would not have to 
expend money for local taxes. 

Tabulation Prepared. 

At Karsten’s request, P. A. 
Strobel, commissioner of public 
buildings of the General Serv- 
ices Administration, prepared a 
tabulation which illustrates cost 
differences. 

Figures were given for a sam- 
ple building under the 1954 act 
and for,a similar structure if 
erected, for purposes of com- 
parison, under a plan by which 
the Government would borrow 
the money, erect a building by 
contract, and liquidate the bor- 
rowed sum. The period of time 
covered by both examples was 
25 years. 

Assuming the project cost 
was $19,800,000, Strobel said 
that under the 1954 act the 
Government actually would pay 
out over the 25-year period 
$43,650,000. There would be a 
saving of $15,225,000 in interest 
and local taxes if the second 
plan were employed. St. Louis 
would get no tax revenue under 
the second plan, but under the 
lease-purchase plan it would 
benefit by $12,375,000. 

Tentative Figures. 

There has been no really firm 
estimate of the cost of the pro- 
posed building. The GSA re- 
cently informed Senator Stuart 
Symington (Dem.), Missouri, 
that a cost of $12,000,000 to 
$15,000,000 would be “justified” 
under the new act, but these 
figures were tentative. 

Karsten said he would discuss 
his ideas with other members 
of the Missouri delegation be- 
fore taking action. He may in- 
troduce legislation if the saving 
cannot be effected in some way 
under the 1954 act. 

According to the theory of the 
1954 act the building would be 
erected by a private builder and 
then leased to the Government 
for, as an example, 25 years, 
after which the title would _re- 


haw to the Government.

T0 DISPEL ICE JAM 


Mass in Niagara Rivér Has 
Smashed Everything in 
Its Path Ashore. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y.,, 
March 26 (AP)—Army engineers 
toddy exploded a 25-pound “ex- 
perimental” charge of dynamite 
in the destructive mass of ice 
that has shoved its way down 
the lower Niagara river. The 
blast had no noticeable effect. 

The charge was dropped into 


\the big ice jam—which has 


smashed everything in its path— 
near the mouth of the river at 


Lake Ontario by a demolition 
expert leaning out of a hover- 
ing helicopter. The blast was 
touched off electrically from 
shore. 

There was a loud noise and 
a geyser of water and shredded 
ice erupted into the air. 

Officers of the Army _ Engi- 
neer Corps and other - otficials 
consulted with the demolition 
man, Karl Dintruff of Roches- 
ter, ‘about the feasibility of ex- 
ploding other charges upstream. 

The blast was delayed more 
than four hours by snow, sleet, 
rain and poor visibility. 

Col. Loren W. Olmstead, Unit- 
ed States Army district engineer 
in Buffalo, agreed last night to 
try blasting the ice loose, despite 
his belief that it would do little, 
if any, good. He acted on the 
plea of mayors of Lewiston and 
Youngstown. 

The center of operations was 
just off historic Fort Niagara, 
which saw several skirmishes 
between United States and Brit- 
ish forces in the War of 1812. 

The. ice carried riverside 
homes, docks and boat sheds with 
it as it crunched downstream. 

The damage in Lewiston was 
estimated at almost $200,000. 
There was no over-all estimate. 

The ice originated in Lake 
Erie. Windstorms Tuesday swept 
it over Niagara Falls. 

Olmstead said Canada’s per- 
mission was not needed for the 
blasting. He said the Canadian 
west shore was “nothing more 
than rocks and trees.”

Child's Welfare 


By Angelo Patri 


' NCE a child enters the school he becomes the respon- 
0) sibility of the school staff. His parents have entrusted 
him to the teachers and their responsibility for the 
Vafety and welfare of that child rest heavily upon them. A 
few obvious rules should prevail here. 

No child should be sent out of the school on an errand. 
“. No child should be sent home during school sessions 
Without a responsible escort. His parents, having sent him 
to- school, do not expect him to come home and there may 
be nobody there to receive him. If the child is ill, a tele- 
phone call to the home to assure his being immediately 
cared for there is essential. If he is sent home he must be 
accompanied by a responsible adult, not another child. 


x * * 


NO CHILD should be detained after dismissal time. 
The school session is long enough for the work he has to do 
and if he needs extra attention, or discipline, word can be 
sent home, or better still, he can be cared for during school 
hours. The child who is detained myst go home alone, his 
group having gone ahead, and that is not good. Indeed it 
may be dangerous. 

Under no circumstances is a child to go out of the 
school because some one called on the telephone asking that 
he be dismissed. The person who makes such a call must 
go to the school and be identified by the child, and by the 
head of the school. No one else should dismiss a pupil dur- 
ing the school session. This may sound finicky but when 
the safety of a child is concerned let’s be finicky.
